In Document Published To« 
day Country Declares it 
Will be Moderate—Pes- 
simism Grows. 


PARIS, March 9.—A program 
to strengthen the French army, 
navy and air force through a 3,- 
000,000,000-franc— $195,000,000 — 
expenditure was introduced in 
the chamber of deputies today 
by the government.

GENEVA, March 9.—Disarma- 
ment is ‘an illusion, says Ger- 
many, hence she is going to re- 
arm, But in a document pub- 
lished today for the first time, 
she promised to be moderate. 

With disarmament reaching a 
crisis, the League of Nations issued 
simultaneously in Geneva, London, 
Berlin and Paris a collection of all 
disarmament documents exchanged 
by those governments, 

Revelations through publication 
deepened pessimism here over 
prospects of disarmament and 
concerning the political situation 
in Europe. 

France retorted to Germany the 
Reich had already begun to rearm, 
in defiance of treaties. 

Declaring her readiness to dis- 
arm “down to the last gun,” 
Germany maintains disarmament 
of other European’ countries 
hinges on the reduction of arma- 
ments in every country of the 
world, but “nobody believes any 


longer in the possibility of a 
general international disarma- 
ment.”

LONDON VOTING 


LONDON, March 9.—Laborites

Labor's triumph was evident al- 
most from the beginning when the 
party, already holding two seats in 
the south division of Hackney, won 
four in the other two, Laborites 
made a clean sweep of the four 
seats in Fulham and took all those 
of Bethnal Green, downing four 
Liberals, including their leader, Sir 
Percy. Harris, 

Labor gained 35 seats and losf 
one, while the Conservatives gained 
one and lost 29. 

Analysis of the voting showed 
that while the Conservative vote 
remained practically stationary in 
many constituencies compared with 
the last elections the labor poll 
considerably increased.

MAN JAILED 
FOR BIGAMY 


Eugene Henri Breaks 
Down as He Embraces 
Son After Trial 


A 53-year-old Belgian, Eugene 
Henri, broke down as Mounted Po- 
lice officers led him out of the 
criminal court on Friday forenoon, 
and wildly kissed his little illegiti- 
mate son, following the father’s 
conviction and sentence of six 
months in jail by His Honor Judge 


Crawford on a charge of bigamy. 

It was a strange story of marital 
wrongdoing which went back to a 
little Belgian village of the days 
before the war—a village through 
which the Canadian corps stormed 
victoriously in the dying days of 
the great war. 

The son, unaware of the brand of 
shame under which the verdict of 
the law placed him, smiled and 
chortled with glee as the father 
strained him tightly to’ his body 
and hugged and kissed him with 
the tears running down his cheeks. 


JUDGE SYMPATHETIC 


His Honor was sympathetic in 
view of all the facts of the case, 
but said that bigamy was a serious 
offence. In passing sentence of six 
months, however, he ruled that it 
was to date from the time of ar- 
rest in the early part of last Feb- 
ruary, and also ordered that the 
term in jail was to be served with- 
out hard labor on,account of ac- 
cused’s poor health. 

Henri erred in the eyes of the law 
when he sought to do the right 
thing by a girl whom he had wrong- 
ed six years ago, At that time he 
was given a sentence of three 
months on a charge of seducing 17- 
year-old Clarrisse Rochon. When 
he came out of jail he married the 
girl, believing that the civil mar- 
riage with his Belgian wife was null 
and void because he had not been 
with her since 1914. 

The accused's story was that he 
was married in Lonzee, Belgium, 
not far from the frontier town of 
Quiverain, in 1903, and his wife 
came out to Canada with him in

STUDENT ON SOCIAL CREDITS 

Arthur McLeod, University of Al- 
berta student, aroused a good deal 
of interest with a brief exposition | 
of the famous Douglas “social 
credit” plan. He gave a brief out- 
line of Major Douglas’ early career 
as an electrical engineer in India 
and said that his attention had been | 
turned to economics when he found | 
that his chief problems were not | 
technical, but financial and eco- | 
nomic 

Mr. McLeod mentioned the wide 
popularity the new plan had gain- 
ed in the United States and in sis- 
ter dominions—in New Z®aland, 
there are 16 social credit members 
in the legislature, and in Australia, 
it has more than 100,000 adherents. 

The plan, he said, would do away 
with hoarding, and each person, 
whether working or no, would have 
so much annual “basic credit.” 

Many questions were asked him 
with regard to the plan at question 
time, and one speaker warned the 
audience to consider the big pro- 
mises that Sapiro had given when 
he came here, and reminded his 
hearers that Sapiro was now in jail 
in Chicago, 


REDISTRIBUTION DANGER 


Lucien “Little Napoleon” Boud- 
reau warned the audience not to 
add to the split between farm and

URGES DEBT 
ADJUSTMENT 
FOR MASSES 


Legislative Speaker’s Mo-| 
tions on Financing Is- 


sues Are Discussed 


Amendment of the Debt Adjust- 
ment Act at tne present session so 
as to “embody the principle of real 
debt adjustment whereby any res- | 
ident debtor may obtain the advice 
and assistance of the Debt AdGjust- 
ment Board in negotiations between 
such debtor and his creditors with 
a view to general reduction of his 
debts and a refunding of same on 
favorable terms” was advocated by 
way of resolution, by H. H. Dakin, 
Liberal, Beaver River, in the legis- 
lature on Thursday night. ‘ 

He also advocated that the Bank- 
ruptcy Act be amended so as to 
provide an efficient and inexpen- 
sive remedy by way of adjustment 
of debts in cases where negotiations 
between the parties failed. 

In view of the fact that some 
amendments are contemplated to 
the Act and as the Act is already 
before the agricultural committee 
of the house, Premier J. E. Brown- 
lee moved the Dakin motion be re- 
ferred to the committee. 


APPLIES TO BOTH 

Supporting his motion, Mr, Dakin 
contended that his motion “applies 
to both the city man and the farm- 
ers alike and many of these affect- 
ed do not know what is going to 
happen next. And they want to 
know, as their machinery and farm 
implements are being worn out and 
will have to be replaced in the near 
future, Which is impossible under 
these trying conditions. My motion, 
I contend, will adjust matters so 
these people will know exactly 
where they are and what they 
could do. 

The Premier said that he presum- 
ed, in committee, members would 
want to discuss whether any exten- 
sion of scope of the Act should be 
made. 

Also there would have to be con- 
sidered the question of right of ap- 
peal to the courts and continuation 
of a three man board or whether to 
revert to a one man board. 
REDUCE SAVINGS INTEREST 

Still another resolution was re- 
ferred to the agricultural commit- 
tee, that moved by A, M. Matheson, 
U.F.A., Vegreville, to the effect that 
the Dominion government be re- 
quested “to pass legislation and take 
immediate steps to reduce the in- 
terest rate on bank savings deposits 
by one per cent per annum, on trust 
company deposits by one and one 
half per cent per annum and on all 
public bonds and _ debentures, 
through refunding, or conversion 
loans or otherwise, both provincial 
and Dominion, by two and onc half 
per cent per annum to three per 
cent per annum.” 

After some discussion by W. H. 
Ross, Liberal, Calgary, who moved 
an amendment, W. H. Shield, U.F.A., 
Macleod, and Fred J. White, Labor 
leader, Calgary, the motion, on sug- 
gestion of Hon. George Hoadley, 
who was leading the house at the 
time, was referred to the agricul- 
tural committee.

FEAR ALBERTA 
FACES SLOW 


ABSORPTION 


Ever-increasing Indebted- 
ness Evokes Gloomy Out- 


look in House Debate 


Emphasizing the fact that Alberta 
already owed the Dominion millions 
of dollars and ‘that more would have 


to be borrowed in order to face the 
large amount of debentures matur- 
ing shortly, Joseph M. Dechene, 
Liberal, St. Paul, in speaking in the 
legislature on Thursday night ex- 
pressed the greatest of concern and 
gravest possibilities in the fact that 
we are gradually being absorbed, 
as it were, by the Central power 
and that the fair province of Al- 
berta is in a way to lose its sove- 
reignty.” 

His contention came during. de- 
bate on the reduction of interest 
resolution moved by W. R, How- 
son, provincial Liberal leader and 
amended by D. M. Duggan, provin- 
cial Conservative leader, in which 
latter form it was adopted by the 
house. 

“I have very vividly in mind the 
reception which was afforded to the 
motion I moved and which was 
carried last year,’ he said. “The 
results of endeavors to lower in- 
terest rates were absolutely nil and 
we have not even one letter on file 
to show that this matter received 
any attention whatsoever from the 
Dominion authorities, 

“I am, therefore, unable to sup- 
port the contention of Mr. Duggan 
in his amendment to Mr. Howson's 
motion, that we should again sub- 
mit the matter to the Dominion 
government. Without entering into 
criticisms of the attiude of the gov- 
ernment, in so far as finances and 
sound money is concerned, I believe 
that it is so well known that our 
hopes of relief in that quarter are 
very slim.” 


EAST IN OPPOSITION 
Contiguing, Mr. Dechene said: “It

MORE DEFICITS, AND WHY 

In his budget speech twelve months ago, the 
Provincial Treasurer estimated there would be | 
a surplus at the close of the present fiscal year | 
amounting to $9,700. Instead, there is a deficit 
in sight when the year closes at the end of the 
present month—which amounted to $1,900,000 
at the end of December. 

For the fiscal year which begins with April, 
he predicts a deficit of more than $500,000, It 
can only be hoped that the event will not fall 
as far short of the prediction next year as it has 
in the year that is drawing to a close. This can 
only be hoped; there is no assurance that such 
will be the case, though there is no reason to 
suppose the revenue will slump in the next 
year as heavily as it has in the last. On the con- 
trary, it is difficult to believe that further seri- 
ous recessions will occur. There must be a 
“bottom” to the depression somewhere. 

These deficits which are being recorded year 
after year are not merely entries in the provin- 
cial books. They are actualities. And the losses 
thus registered are permanent. Lost money 
does not come back. If these losses are made up 
by enlarged revenues in future, that will be by 
the collection of undue and unnecessary taxa- 
tion. 

Unnecessary because the chaos in which the 
finances have been thrown would have been 
avoided if the Dominion had taken the same 
means to stabilize earnings in Canada as were 
taken to stabilize earnings in the Common- 
wealth of Australia. And in part because the 
Government of Alberta has not taken steps to 
reduce the interest charges on the public debt 
by a re-financing of bond issues. Thanks to a 
“dear money” policy at Ottawa and a stand- 
pat policy at Edmonton, the taxpayers of 
Alberta are required to pay three times over in 
goods and services what they undertook to pay 
when their obligations were created. 

Deficits are the inevitable results, and will 
be just so long as earnings are deflated and debt 
calculated the dollars of five

NORTHERN WHEAT 


Mr. C. H. G, Short, head of the National Mil- 
lers’ Association, says wheat from the northern 
districts of the prairie provinces is of an *in- 
ferior quality, so inferior that “the southern 
farmer has been carrying the northern farmer | 
on his back,” and that western wheat has suf- | 
fered loss of prestige in world markets. 

If that is the case, it must be because the 
northern farmers have been careless about the | 
kinds of wheat they have sown. There cer- 
tainly is no inferiority of soil or climate in the | 
northern districts, to prevent the growing of 
wheat here better than is grown anywhere else 
in the world 

One northern farmer, Mr. Trelle of Grande 
Prairie, has swept the boards at the Chicago 
International so often they ruled him out and 
will not let him show any more. Mr. Smith of 
Wolf Creek, and other farmers in the northerly 


belt of the cultivated area have won often 
enough to disprove any claim that the southern | 
districts produce better wheat than can be 


grown in these regions. 

Mr. Short suggests that the “poorer variet- 
ies of wheat should be outlawed, or they should | 
be graded separately and sold at lower prices,” | 
and thus either drive the northern farmers out 
of wheat growing or cause them to produce bet- 


ter varieties 
This is not very complimentary or very 
pleasant reading for northern farmers. But it | 


may be profitable to them. They have the best | 
wheat country in the world. If the trade ob- | 
jects to the varieties of wheat they have been 
growing commonly, the remedy is to the 
kinds the millers prefer

R¥ FINANCE OR DEFAULT 

Th vincial legislature is facing up, sure- | 
ly if slowly and reluctantly, to the fact that Al- | 
berta is in uw serious financial position. The de- 
bate on Tuesday was the nearest approach yet | 
made to a frank discussion of the situation. Mr. 
Matheson, U.F.A. member for Vegreville, and | 
Mr. Ross, Liberal member for Calgary, differed | 
only in the terms they employed to emphasize 
its gravity. 

During the last three years the Government 
has paid interest charges amounting to $19,- 
000,000 plus. During the same three years it 
has borrowed $12,000,000 plus. The up-shot is 
that one-third of the interest charges have been 
paid from revenue. The other two-thirds have 
been paid with borrowed money, That the 
money was not borrowed for that purpose only 
beclouds the reality. There is no profit in jug- 
gling figures. The revenue fell short by two- 
thirds of meeting the charges 

The result is to maintain an appearance of 


solvency, while actually the interest payments 


are being dangerously off-set by loans. There 
is only one end to that process, if continued. 
Talk about preserving the credit of the province 
for future use is idle unless this undermining of 
credit is stopped. Default is plainly in sight 
otherwise, and if default occurs the province 
will have no credit. 

“Economy” has been applied to the limit, 
in every direction save one. Construction polic- 
ies have been abandoned, public services have 
been curtailed, salaries have been slashed, and 
civil servants dismissed. But there has been 
no reduction in the rental paid on the money 
that has been borrowed. No attempt has been 
made to re-finance the provincial debt. Bond- 
holders have not been asked if they would vol- 
untarily accept something less than the rates 
they were promised in times when such rates 
could be paid. Instead, tlfere has been a blind 
following of the fatuous notion that we must 
and could—by paying impossible rates at pres- 
ent—maintain power to borrow in future. 

How much borrowing will Alberta be able 
to do if it flounders into bankruptcy through 
this process of over-paying and borrowing to 
pay? That is the question with which the leg- 
islature is confronted, and which it is showing 
some belated signs of candidly asking itself. 
The sooner it does so the better. The re-financ- 
ing of the provincial debt is no longer an op- 
tional matter. It has to be that, or an accelerat- 


ing rush toward default.

Alas! Like the lady in the 
Saskatchewan village I was 
not there to see. All I can 
say is that the record of his 
three and a half years cruis- 
ing in the ‘South Seas reads 
like the record of a high- 
minded, educated and observant young man. 
He isn’t sweeping in his condemnation of mis- 
sionaries. He names several with whom he 
stayed, or whose work he saw, as being sincere 
men engaged in useful work. He does think 
that even sincere men ought not to teach things 
that outrage reason—things they wouldn’t at- 
‘tempt to teach to educated folk at home—and 
that high-minded men with technical and en- 
gineering skill, tolerant in their sympathies, 
would accomplish more than those with merely 
theological qualifications.

However, if the lady in Saskatchewan wants 
to check up on Mr. Robinson's veracity, she 
can easily do it through someone more com- 
petent than I, Robinson names missions where 
he alleges that exactions are practised by the 
missionaries. Espiritu Samto in the New Heb- 
rides he names as a place where the natives are 
fined by the missionaries for taking water from 
the river on Sunday and where Christmas 
boxes, sent by kindly people at home are sold 
to the natives at high prices. He says that at 
the Madang mission he had to pay in cash a 
high price for fifty pounds of native potatoes 
which the mission had bought from the natives 
for an empty beer bottle. 

Here is a case that can be easily checked up 
by any interested enquirer. He says: 

“IT think it would be hard to find a more 
cold-blooded incident than an occurrence at 
the Leper Hospital at Makogai, Fiji. 

“The lepers, whose very lives are tragedy, 
are given a little spending money as Christ- 
mas comes near. With it, they can buy them- 
selves a few luxuries at the hospital store and 
have a Christmas party. There will be a few 
toys for the children. Perhaps for a few days 
they will forget, and know happiness. 

“In the doctor’s absence a missionary came 
from another island, knowing that the lepers 
had their pittance. He held a service and took 
up a collection. The people were reluctant. 

“They hesitated about giving their few 
coins to build (as he said) an addition to a 
church on an island they would never see. He 

became furious. 

“*You are lepers,’ he said. ‘Your death 
will come sooner and will be more painful if 
you do not give all to the cause. And the tor- 
tures of hell will await.’ 

“He left the island with all the money the 
lepers had.” 

Robinson adds a footnote to the last para- 
graph—presumably while the hook was going 
through the. press--which reads, “This case 
which was reported to the doctor in charge 
when he returned, was so flagrant that he took 
action through headquarters. The missionary 
was forced to return the money.” The irate doc- 
tor is presumably Dr. E. A. Neff, in charge of 
the Central Leper Hospital on Makagai. Dr. 
Neff is a Canadian. Mr, Robinson elsewhere 
speaks very highly of the work of Dr. and Mrs, 
Neff for these unfortunates. 


Close after the disclosure of the man, Gene 
Crandall who masqueraded as a woman and 
went through a marriage ceremony in Regina 
with a male companion whom he had deceived, 
comes the death-bed confession of the famous 
Baltimore “bearded lady”. Known as “Capt.” 
Malvino Perry, the bearded lady was a circus 
attraction for some years. “She” went through 
a form of marriage with one Joseph Cheels- 
man. The marriage didn’t last for long, but 
in due course the “bearded lady” produced a 
son, now a lad of fourteen.

One wonders 
whether Perry turned to the bearded lady stunt 
for some easy money, and found it easier to 
keep on as such, or whether like Crandall, his 
is another case of Nature playing a_ prank 
Radio crooners who pierce the ether with their 
pleas to “Hold me tenderly”, “Give me some- 
thing to remember you by” and “I’m crying my- 
self to sleep” indicate that there's a sort of third 
sex in existence. 


A twenty-three year old wife at Vancouver 
has started suit for divorce from her husband, 
who is serving a life-term in the penitentiary 
for the murder of a poor Chinese vegetable- 
peddler, The husband was sentenged to hang, 
but the sentence was commuted by the Min- 
ister of Justice to life imprisonment.

want you to know that I am no coward, but if 
I walk over a high bridge or drive an automo- 
bile near the edge of a steep place, or even if 
I see in a movie picture of someone falling 
from a high place, I have a strong fear.

The causes of such a fear re- 
action are usually quite complicated, and the 
first step in developing such a fear is some 
unpleasant happening or strain usually taking 
place in childhood which aroused extreme fear 
at that time. In my own experience, I have 
found that a fear of high places usually begins 
early in childhood and results from a child be- 
coming frightened while at the edge of a cliff 
or on a building of considerable height from 
the ground. It is usually possible for the pa- 
tient to overcome these fears or phobias, and 1 
suggest that you write to me.

PARIS, 9.—The chiefs of 
France's armed forces agreed yes-

CUBA ARMY TO

ment, while opposed with the Lib- 
erals. C, Lionel Gibbs, Labor, 
walked out of the house as a pro- 
test against the whole system un- 
der discussion. 

In voting on the motion as 
amended the house carried it by 38 
to 11, with Mr. Gibbs again absent- 
ing himself. 

The Duggan amended motion 
also provides that the Dominion 
government be asked to “make 
provision to guarantee all refund- 
ing requirements of this province 
up to and including 1937; to guar- 
antee all issues of Alberta provin- 
cial bonds that may be necessary 
to sell in order to finance the un- 
funded debt of the province, to- 
gether with new capital require- 
ments approved by the Dominion 
fovernment up to and including 
1937, and to consider the practic- 
ability, when a favorable market 
is available, of re-financing all 
other Alberta bonds with interest 
coupon rates in excess of four and 
one-half per cent by offering long- 
term low 
guaranteed by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, in exchange for such out- 
standing bonds.” 

FORCEFUL APPEAL 

In closing debate, Mr. Howson 
made a forceful appeal to all those 
members of the house who had been 
enunciating Co-Operative Common- 
wealth principles, to vote for his or- 


iginal motion, if they intended to be | 


at all consistent with their advoc- 
acy of this system. If they did not 
vote for his motion, they would be 
simply placing their stamp of ap- 
proval of the system as it now is.

Turning his attention to the aver- 
age cost of long-term borrowing, 
Mr, Love showed that Alberta had 
been able to borrow money in 1933- 
1934 at less than in the years of 
boom and flourishing times. 

In 1933-1944 the average for Al- 
berta bonds was 5.59 per cent, as 
against 5.86 per cent in 1919; 5.88 
per cent in 1920 and 6.20 per cent in 
1921, 

Mr. Love could not credit the 
contention that bond-holders would 
of their own volition accept a re- 
duction in interest rates. Knowing 


that for many years this would be} 


a borrowing province, he felt it 
would be ill-advised to take any

He quoted statistics 
to prove that Alberta was not only 
paying more income tax than any 
other province in the West, but that 
the returns showed the province 
was able to pay this tax, and also 
that the per capita buying power 
of Alberta was better than any 
other province in Canada with the 


}exception of British Columbia and 


Ontario, 
“They show that we are not 
only in better condition than 


ether provinces of Canada but 
that we have the ability to pay. 
We are rich in comparison to 
other provinces,” he said, and 
launched into a spirited defence 
of the policy of keeping the inter- 
est on Alberta bonds paid up for 
fear of the harm it would do the 
credit of the province if a motion 
such as that brought in by the 
Liberal leader were passed, ‘The 
motion was unnecessary, he said, 
again pointing to the ability of 
Alberta to pay and reiterating 
that the province was rich and 
that its creditors should not be 
asked to take an interest cut in 
this way. 


IDEA RIDICULOUS 

The idea of the Liberal leader's 
resolution was ridiculous, he said, 
and he launched into a vigorous at- 
tack on The Bulletin for its pol-

of $290,000 for highways construc- 
tion included in estimates for the

MASS BUYING 


CASTIGATED AT 
OTTAWA PROBE 


National Control Curbing 
Council Advocated Be- 


fore Board 


OTTAWA, March 9.—A national 
control council to curb mass buying 
by chain and department stores and 
unfair, unethical business practices 
was proposed yesterday to the 
Stevens committee of the House of 
Commons by George Hougham of 
Toronto, secretary of the Ontario 
Retail Merchants’ Association. 

After describing big-buying or- 
ganizations as a social menace to 
Canada as a whole, the Toronto of- 
ficial suggested a federally-control- 
led council to supervise industries 
generally. Within each industry 
would be a board, again supervised 
by the Dominion in the interest of 
the consumer, to establish fair- 
trading codes and enforce wage and 
hour regulations, 

Despite popular opinion, Canada 
was heading toward industrial con- 
trol, said Mr. Hougham, adding, 
“We have passed from the state 
when we could say, ‘We will do it 
this way or that way and we don't 
care about the consequences to 
anybody else.’” 

All day long the committee, es- 
tablished to investigate general 
labor conditions and business prac- 
tices, heard a severe castigation of 
mags buying and mass advertising 
by chain and department stores. A 
picture of misery and destruction 
left in the wake of big-buying or- 
ganizations was painted by Mr. 
Hougham and Warren Cook of 
Toronto, president of the Canadian 
Association of Garment Manufac- 
turers.

the monks of Mount Athos. 

They only think of death. They 
live for the purpose of dying, you | 
might say. Nothing is allowed to 
interfere with the thought of death, 
Every one of the 20 or 30 monas 
feries is a castle, a fortress, a cita- 
del with strong walls originally to 
keep out the Turks—and women.

Curlers Favor 
Governing Body 


TORONTO, March 9—Represen- 
tatives of the Curling associations 
of Manitoba, Quebec, New Bruns- 
wick, Alberta and Nova Scotia de- 
clared themselves at a meeting here 
yesterday in favor of a governing 
body for curling in Canada and 
appointed a sub-committee to draw 
up a constitution. 

The sub-committee will present 
the constitution they were instruct- 
ed to form to the various curling 
associations in Canada.

Yet the fact that some of the 40 
monasteries are but thinly popu- 
lated at present and that the num- 
ber of cloistered men has dropped 
from 18,000 to 12,000 since the war, 
does not seem to worry the mem- 
bers of the community in the least. 

“When Mount Athos shall be de- 
serted, the world will come to an 
end,” the prior of St. Andrew's 
told me. “We have a prophesy to 
}that effect by a very holy monk, 
who lived 400 years ago.” 
| At the present rate, I figure that 
Mount Athos will be virtually 
empty in another 50 or 60 years 
As to the end of the world?
